Citrus Pest 
Control Leaflet 
Is Available 


Citrus growers who are inter- 
ested in applying a fall fungici- 
dal spray to their trees will 
find the formula in a leaflet en- 
titled ‘Citrus Pest Control Treat- 
ments” prepared by Clem Meith, 
Tulare county assistant farm ad- 
visor. Copies of this leaflet are 
available at the Farm Advisor’s 
Office, Post Office Bldg., ‘Visa- 
lia. 


It is. never possible to fore- 
tell when this fall fungicidal 
pray will pay off, according to 
Mr. Meith, for instance last win- 
ter was dry and there was little 
need for this spray. However, 
during the previous winter many 
groves suffered severely from 
attacks of brown rot defoliation 
and Valencia rind spot. Groves 
which have been sprayed suf- 
fered little damage, in such cases 
the spraying was very profitable. 

Mr. Meith points that the 
fungicidal spray has. got one 
other advantage in addition to 
disease protection. Since the 
spray formula contains zinc it 
takes care of the recommended 
annual application of zine to 


- the trees. It is often much easier 


to plan a pest control program 
for the following year if the zinc 


application is out of the way and 
does not have to be fitted into 
some pest control treatment.

Population Basis 

Proposition No, 13 Mr. Cairns 
explained, provides that members 
of State Senate shall be elected 
on the basis of population instead 
of on the current ‘Federal 
Plan,” which gives all counties 
and all areas adequate represen- 
tation in the Upper House.

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Four Points Analyzed In Opposition 
To Proposed Cotton Marketing Quotas 


On behalf of the State’s cotton 
producers, the California Farm 
Bureau federation has filed a 
strong protest with the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture against the 
imposition of cotton marketing 
quotas for 1949, it was disclos- 
ed this week. 

Waiter W. Long, of Tulare, 
chairman of the cotton depart- 
ment of the Tulare County Farm 
Bureau, said the federation’s ac- 
tion was taken by its board of 
Directors on the recommendation 
of Eugene Hayes, of Medera, 
chairman of the organization’s 
statewide cotton department. 

Case Stated 

Hayes and Federation Presi- 
dent Ray B. Wiser advised Sec- 
retary Charles F, Brannan that: 

1. While the national acreage 
allotment would call for an in- 
crease of 3% million acres over 
the 1948 acreage, the allotment 
for California would remain the 
same as it was in 1942. 

2. The acreage to which the 
cotton ailotment would be de- 
nied, under thé imposition oi 
marketing quotas—representing 
about 400,000 acres—would be 
Planted to other crops, many 
of whigh might be facing pro- 
blems of over-production by 19- 
49. 

3. Since the present market- 
ing quota law is powerless to 
bring about a balance between 
supply and demand, it is quite 
Plain that, if marketing quotas 
are needed, a new law or neces- 
sary amendments to the present 
act must be obtained. 


Amendments Needed 


4. Amendments should be sub- 
mitted to the next Congress to 
make cotton allotments workable 
and practical, so that the effect

of the application of marketing 
quotas will be truly corrective. 

Said Wiser; ‘‘The Farm Bur- 
eau supports the. principles of 
crop allotments through the pre- 
sent Triple A Act, but believes 
that, under some of the provi- 
sions of the present Act, im- 
position of allotments today 
would be calculated to increase, 
rather than to decrease the plant- 
ed acreage.”

Water Rate 
Is Increased 
At Earlimart 


An increase in rates for pa- 
trons of Wilson water system in 
the Earlimart community has 
been approved by the California 
Public Utilities commission, with 
the following schedule set:

Cover Crop, Manure Program In Citrus 
Discussed By H. C. Meith, Farm Advisor

In any citrus orchard which 
is under cultivation it is essen- 
tial to add organic matter to the 
soil on a more or less regular 


basis. This organic matter may 
be added in the form of a cover- 
crop or manure or both.

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cover crop plants are as follows: 
yellow or black mustard 6 to 10 
pounds per acre, Malva’ (or 

sheeseweed) 10 pounds per acre, 
Melilitus indica, 12 to 15 pounds, 
purple vetch, 25 to 30 pounds. 


Before Irrigation 

The small seeded cover crops 
should be sown after the orchard 
is disced and furrowed out and 
before irrigation. The large seed- 
ed cover crops should be sown 
after the orchard is disced but 
before it is furrowed out. 

Mustard generally makes good 
zonnage or green matter at low 
cost. Malva is also a low cost 
cover crop and has the advant- 
age of making a strong tap root 
which aids in breaking the plow 
pan. 

Legume Value 

The value of legumes—such 
as melilotus, vetch and cow peas 
for cover crops has been over 
emphasized. Carefully controlled 
tests in fertilized soils show that

Spraying of olive groves 
should be held off until after the 
crop is harvested, according to 
Karl Opitz, assistant Tulare 
county farm advisor, who states 
that in spite of visible evidence 
of parlatoria and oleander scale 
in some groves, spraying at this 
season of the year will”do more 
harm than good. 


Oil sprays, according to Mr. 
Opitz, are apt to spot, making 
tHe olive unfit for green or 
Spanish canning, while such 
insecticides as DDT or parathion 
are dangerous because they may 
be absorbed by the fruit or toxic 
residues may remain on _ the 
olives. If any residue of toxic 
material is found on canned 
fruit, interstate shipment may 
be rejected.
